bined. It has been obvious from the beginning that 
Japan, with access to no other source oí scrap iron 
and steel, has depended heavily on the United « States 
to prepare itself to crowd the United « States out of 
Asia 
Many farsighted men have cried out against the 
folly of helping to arm any w ariior nation without 
success. 
The Job has been done now; the United 
States, itself, m ust become a warrior nation to sur­ 
vive
